1. Action Requested: That you sign the attached memorandum to the 


DCI requesting his approval to release a SECRET NOFORN version of 
Reference a to the Office of Naval Research for publication in the Pro- 
ceedings of the 41st Symposium of the Military Operations Research 
Society (MORS). Bee SEN ae 


2. Background: 


a. In May and June, you, 
Chief, Security, signed Reference b approving my participation in 
the 41st Symposium of MORS. 


b. Reference b clearly states that participation includes 
publishing a SECRET NOFORN version of the paper in the "Proceedings." 
of the meeting. Nevertheless, even before the MORS meeting, 
Domestic Security began to have second thoughts. Their new 
position was that I could brief the Society but they would not 
release the paper to MORS for publication. The root of the

problem seems to be that controls on dissemination that satisfy 
DoD (MORS is sponsored by the Office of Naval Research) do not 
meet CIA's criteria. There is no question that SECRET NOFORN is 
the correct classification for the paper. 


c. Since the meeting in July, when I presented the briefing 
(see Reference c), MORS has called several times to ask: (1) that 
I send the paper to the committee selecting the best paper of the 
symposium for the David Rist Prize, and (2) that I secure release 
of the paper to the Office of Naval Research for publication so 
as to be eligible for the prize. Since the deadline for the 
judging (28 August 1978) precedes the deadline for submitting a 
paper for publication, release to the judging staff is the more: 
pressing problem. 4 

d. [—————_—sidihas: been most: helpful as a middleman between 
Domestic Security and me, but we seem to be at an impass. It is, 
however, a question that should be resolved. Considering the 
DCI's stated intention to make our work more widely available, we 
may have to face this kind of situation time and again if we do 
not resolve the criteria under which we can publish outside the 
Intelligence Community.
